Is our face red! Looking at a 1952 
calendar and counting fingers is not an 
infallible way to locate dates six 
That's why the 
Schedule speaks of this trip in connec~ 
tion with Easter, which aban is a

But Easter or not, this tour is out~ 
standing enough to warrant taking a day 
off work regardlessly. 


There are two alternative routes, the — 
choice of which depends upon conditions 


after we get there. One route goes 


north from Minaret Summit through Dead- 
. man Pass to Agnew Pass and then as far 


into the Ritter Range as time will 
permit. The return trip can be down |
